If he doesn’t see what he is looking for he will pass over 


your hill to read another that mentions what he is after. 
On the other 


hand, the man who doesn’t care what kind he buys will come r e g a r d l e s s of 


breed you mention. 
In other words describing the animal will not keep 


away buyers and it may bring some that would not come without knowing 


what they might Find.

The same advise applies to horses, hogs or machinery. 
Another thing 


to keep in mind is: do not hesitate to tell when you have an article in good 


condition. 
If it 
is not 
good, 
don’t say so. 
Hut if it is good, let the public 


know that. 
Good articles are always in demand. 


Do not litter your hill with useless description. 
That costs money 


and helps no one, except perhaps, the printer. 
Tell just what you would 


like to know if you were bu\ing instead of selling. 
And don’t go on the 


theory that if a man wants something he will come to ^oc for himself.
